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Council 
chooses 
name for 
new road 

A NEW road in Oswestry 
will be named after a teach¬ 
er, writer and naturalist 
who was born in the town. 

The road has been created 
off Swan Lane following the 
demolition of flats to make 
room for 19 new houses. 

At Monday night’s meet¬ 
ing of Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil councillors were asked to 
vote on a name for the road, 
and decided that it should be 
named after Mary Hignett. 

Mrs Hignett was a local 
writer who penned books on 
her childhood in Oswestry 
and about some of the walks 
in the surrounding country¬ 
side. 

She was also a respected 
teacher, and on her death 
left half her substantial es¬ 
tate to the Rotary Club of 
Oswestry, which now ad¬ 
ministers a trust fund in 
her name. 

A list of names had been 
suggested by town residents 
and four had been short¬ 
listed for the council to 
choose from - Hignett Place, 
Clifford Place, Pullman 
Court or Place and Merritt 
Court or Place. 

Councillor Shirley Best 
said: “I would suggest Mary 
Hignett Place. 

“We’ve got very few places 
in this town that recognise 
the women who have con¬ 
tributed to Oswestry’s edu¬ 
cation and standing. 

“Just saying Hignett 
Place doesn’t do her justice, 
so I would ask for Mary Hi¬ 
gnett Place.”

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build wind farms and pylons 
across Mid Wales are “not 
going to happen”, Montgom¬ 
eryshire MP Glyn Davies has 
claimed. 

Mr Davies said National Grid share¬ 
holders should be “outraged” at the 
money being wasted on the Mid Wales 
Connection Project - which he claims 
will not get the go ahead. 

He said: “National Grid has written to the 
people of Montgomeryshire again setting out 
its hideous plans to wreck our lovely area. They 
are the enemy of the people. 

“The Renewable Energy Foundation’s Dr 
John Constable rubbished plans to trash Mid 
Wales at the wind farm inquiry in Welshpool

and I am now wondering if the inspector An¬ 
drew Poulter will listen or bow to the bullies. 

“Shareholders in National Grid really should 
be outraged by the money being wasted on the 
Mid Wales Connection Project. It is not going 
to happen. Listen.” 

Dr Constable told the wind farm inquiry in 
Welshpool that there was “no need” to build 
more on-shore wind farms in Mid Wales as gov¬ 
ernment targets have already been met. 

The inquiry, which started last June and is 
due to finish next week, is into proposed wind 
farms in Llanbadarn Fynydd, near Llandrin¬ 
dod Wells, Llaithddu, near Newtown, Llandi- 
nam, near Llanidloes, and Llanbrynmair and 
Carnedd Wen, near Machynlleth, plus a 132kv 
overhead electric line connection from Llandi- 
nam to the Welshpool substation. 

Dr Constable told the inquiry at the Royal 
Oak Hotel: “On-shore wind is already at or 


above a reasonable level. There is no further 
need for further consents for on-shore wind.” 

Peter Minto, from Natural Resources Wales 
backed Dr Constable’s claims, saying: “There is 
not a great need to pepper pot Wales with these 
developments.” 

The Alliance attempted to submit a new doc¬ 
ument to the inquiry, which spokesman Brett 
Kibble said showed the full impact of existing 
and planned wind farms, but planning inspec¬ 
tor Andrew Poulter told them it was too late. 

But Mr Poulter said if he accepted the new 
document, he would have to allow all other 
parties the chance to look into it and prepare 
responses, so refused to accept it as further 
evidence. 

He added: “I have to ask myself if I have 
enough information on cumulative impact in 
front of me and the answer is - yes I do.” 

Next week, the developers and The Alliance 
will all give closing statements, before Mr 
Poulter retires to consider his verdict.

Plans to 
excavate 
castle go 
to council 

EXCAVATIONS could take 
place on a Norman motte 
and bailey castle at Oswest¬ 
ry - as historians reveal that 
an ancient wall could be un¬ 
earthed on its remains. 

The motte still exists 
in the centre of Oswestry 
tucked away behind the 
open air market in Bailey 
Head 

It was transformed into a 
public garden in Victorian 
times and is now looked 
after by the town council. 

Now the Oswestry and 
Border History and Archae¬ 
ology group has put forward 
a scheme for an excavation 
of part of the castle, which 
dates back to the 12th cen¬ 
tury. 

In a ‘Time Team’ type 
event the excavation could 
link into one of Britain’s 
major history events. 

Project manager and ar¬ 
chaeologist Roger Cooper 
says in a report to Oswestry 
Town Council: “There is a 
clear feature running diag¬ 
onally from the base of the 
castle mound retaining wall 
across the grassed area and 
adjacent small shrubbery 
south of the mound. 

A recent application for 
Heritage Lottery funding 
has been submitted for the 
project by the history and 
archaeology group. 

The council was due to 
discuss the proposal at 
the Guildhall last night 
(Wednesday).

“I agree with a logo on a 
uniform jumper or blazer, 
as it is good for safety and 
it is a good and quick way 
of identifying school pupils. 
The idea was to help keep 
cost down, which in turn 
helps prevent some of the 
bullying.” 

Assistant headteacher 
Claire Buckle said the school 
was happy to talk with par¬ 
ents who have concerns 
about the proposals, and 
stressed that they would be 
trying to keep costs down on 
any new items introduced. 

She said: “At The 
Marches School we try very 
hard to listen to all stake¬ 
holders. When we pick up 
on an area of discontent, 
we work hard to respond 
swiftly and positively. In 
response to requests from a 
large number of parents, we 
are currently consulting on 
the introduction of stand¬ 
ardised Marches School 
trousers and skirts.

A BUILDING in Oswestry which has been 
empty for more than two years is getting 
a new lease of life as workers move in to 
transform it into a cinema. 

The former Kingswell Centre, in Arthur 
Street, was left empty after the charity 
which used it as a base could no longer af¬ 
ford to keep it open. 

But after a team of volunteers from Ki- 
nokulture set about tackling the flaky plas¬ 
ter, lack of heating and peeling paintwork it 
is now well on the way to coming back into 
use as a community centre again.

That set us 
back quite a bit because of the work we had 
to do before we could even start creating the 
cinema. We could see the place had poten¬ 
tial to be transformed.”

ILLUSIONIST Uri Geller has 
described a 12ft gorilla made 
for him out of spoons by a 
Shropshire firm as “bigger and 
better” than he could have im¬ 
agined. 

The spoon-bender visited the 
county yesterday joined by Prince 
Michael of Kent to unveil the sculp¬ 
ture - made for him by the British 
Ironwork Centre in Aston near 
Oswestry 

The gorilla had been crafted at the cen¬ 
tre using 40,000 spoons which had been 
donated from across the globe. 

After jointly unveiling the sculpture, 
Mr Geller said: “I’m simply stunned and 
I am keeping away from the spoons. 

“I have been so pleased to come here, 
the weather is incredible.” 

The sculpture will be taken to Mr 
Geller’s home in Sonning-on-Thames 
later this month, where it will be dis¬ 
played in his garden amongst other in¬ 
teresting and unusual objects, including 
a glass pyramid and a Cadillac covered in 
3,000 spoons which are there to entertain 
the terminally ill children who visit his 
home. 

He said: “It has the wow factor for the 
children who will visit my home. 

“I thought of the idea of a gorilla be¬ 
cause it power, positivity, strength and 
energy. 

“Churchill’s spoon is actually in there, 
I have a collection of famous people’s 
spoons and I believe his has been used.” 

Prince Michael of Kent is a friend of Mr 
Geller and had taken a personal interest 
in the world record breaking sculpture.

The pair arrived by helicopter at 
12pm on Saturday and were given a 
tour of the Ironworks centre following 
the grand unveiling. 

Staff at the centre wore union jack 
bow-ties for the occasion, where guests 
could enjoy a hog roast, crepes, a cham¬ 
pagne toast and take a look at some of 
British Ironwork’s other creations. 

Mr Geller and his Royal Highness 
spent lots of time talking to assembled 
guests, with Mr Geller bending spoons 
brought by some of those in attendance. 

One of the lucky people to have some 
of her silverware bent was Doctor Sally 
Whipple-Green from the Hope House 
shop in Oswestry. 

She brought with her the tea tongs 
from the Oswestry Sinfonia which Mr 
Geller bent and signed for her to sell in 
the shop. 

“I am so pleased,” she said. “They are 


useless as tongs now so they will have 
to go to the shop.” 

Mr Geller also presented 21-year- 
old Samantha Maxwell from Wrexham 
with a special trophy after she alone 
collected 739 spoons for the gorilla. 

She said: “I wanted to collect the 
spoons after I heard what he did for the 
ill children,” she said. “It was amazing 
to see him bend a spoon right in front 
of me.” 

Mr Geller even had time to stop for 
a kiss with retired Oswestry resident 
Margaret Barnes who had also had a 
chance to meet His Royal Highness. 

She had been waiting for over three 
hours to get a glimpse of Prince Mi¬ 
chael. 

She said: “I’m a fan of the royal fam¬ 
ily- 

“His Royal Highness was very nice, 
and I told him that I’d met him before 


in 1972, he asked where it was and I said 
in London after the London to Brighton 
bike rally. 

“I think this is fantastic for Oswestry.” 

Hundreds of VIP guests were invited 
to the unveiling, including local digni¬ 
taries and players from Oswestry Foot¬ 
ball Club. 

Malcolm Pate, chairman of Shropshire 
Council was among those that attended 
the grand unveiling. 

He said: “The sculpture is brilliant , 
I’m amazed at the attention and skill of 
the artists here.” 

Also in attendance was MP for North 
Shropshire Owen Paterson, he said: “I 
think the gorilla is extremely impres¬ 
sive, each spoon has been individually 
welded.” 

Mr Paterson previously had a rhinoc¬ 
eros head made for him by the British 
Ironworks Centre. 

John Gareth Jones, the Mayor of 
Oswestry, who was also present, said: 
“This will put Oswestry on the map, I 
think this will become a real tourist at¬ 
traction. 

“It is world-wide, spoons have come 
from all over the globe.” 

The finished sculpture has been under 
24-hour guard and was an international 
effort that saw schools from China, 
India and Kenya donating spoons to help 
its completion. 

More than 40,000 spoons are thought 
to have been used in its construction by 
sculptor Alfie Bradley. 

In an attempt to encourage people to 
get involved in the project, Mr Geller, a 
friend of the late pop star Michael Jack- 
son, donated a jacket belonging to the 
singer which will be given to the indi¬ 
vidual who collects the most spoons. 

As yet, the winner of the jacket has 
not been announced, as the British Iron¬ 
work Centre staff are still totting up all 
the spoons they received to work out 
who contributed the most. 

Ben Knowles, from the centre, said 
“We’re now planning something even 
more spectacular in the future.”

AS A FARMER, IF I DO NOT CLAIM MY 2014 SFP ENTITLEMENTS WILL I LOSE THEM? 

Q: I am very confused about SFP entitlements following the CAP Reform. Although they were activated last year, some of my entitlements 
are not likely to be activated this year. Will they be confiscated and therefore excluded from valuation calculations for the 2015 entitlements? 
Also, if I were to sell my entitlements would it affect the value of my land? 

A: Normally entitlements not activated in 2013 and 2014 would be confiscated with effect from January 1st 2015. However, as all 
entitlements are being abolished at the end of 2014 this will have no practical effect so entitlements not activated in 2013 or 2014 would still 
be regarded as held by you on 15th May this year and, as such, will be included in the calculation of the initial unit value of your entitlements 
established in 2015. This is of course provided you meet all the eligibility criteria in 2015. 

In respect of selling your entitlements, entitlements are not attached to specific parcels of land. They have a value of their own and can 
be bought and sold completely independently of your land. However, before deciding to sell your entitlements it would be wise to seek 
professional advice as there may be capital gains tax implications. 

It is also worth noting that if you sell your entitlements without claiming this year you can still apply to establish entitlements in 2015, 
provided you claimed on them in 2013 and are able to meet the active farmer provisions. There is no requirement to hold entitlements or 
claim SPF in 2014. If you have no entitlements in 2014, the initial unit value of the entitlements you establish in 2015 will be zero and then 
they will progress in equal steps towards the end value in 2019, which has still to be decided. Your entitlements will not be valued at zero in 
2015 as 2015 is the first year of the transition.

A survey carried out of PRA mem¬ 
bers last month has shown that 73 
per cent believe that illicit trade hurts 
their business and decreases their an¬ 
nual sales revenue with almost two 
thirds believing that the problem is 
getting worse. 

Retailers are also increasingly op¬ 
posed to Government proposals to 


introduce plain packaging of tobacco 
products and think it will harm hon¬ 
est retailers because it will fuel illicit 
trade and people will buy their cig¬ 
arettes from the black market. We 
stand shoulder to shoulder with Priti 
Patel MP in her campaign to oppose 
plain packaging and defend the inter¬ 
ests of small retailers. 

Our contemporaries in Australia, 
the only country in the world to have 
introduced plain packaging, show 
these concerns are well founded. The 
Australasian Association of Conveni¬ 
ence Stores (AACS) says 70 per cent of 


retailers have been negatively affected 
by plain packaging, with 67 per cent 
saying that the growth of the black 
market has had an impact on their 
business since plain packaging was 
introduced. 

During the same period, the sale 
of illegal branded cigarettes has in¬ 
creased . Retailers are unanimous 
in their belief that the Government 
should fully evaluate the Australian 
experiment before implementing plain 
packaging.

Council fury at bungled 
plans by National Grid 


FURIOUS councillors have accused Nation¬ 
al Grid of “bungling” its decision on where 
a controversial proposed pylon power line 
should be installed. 

But National Grid bosses have insisted the route 
of the line is the “best option based on the informa¬ 
tion available”. 


The criticism comes from 
Llansantffraid Community 
Council which is one of sev¬ 
eral organisations battling 
plans for a 33-mile power 
line from near the village 
of Cefn Coch in Mid Wales 
to Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. 

The line, some of which 
is set to be buried under¬ 
ground, will serve proposed 
Mid Wales windfarms which 
are currently subject to a 
planning inquiry. 

Campaigners fear the line 
will destroy the landscape 
and decimate the tourism 
industry. 

Llansantffraid Commu¬ 
nity Council has been in 
contact with National Grid 
highlighting its fears and 
has now received a response 
to them. 

In reply to the company’s 
response, chairman Dennis 
Edwards, on behalf of the 
community council says in a 
new letter to National Grid: 
“National Grid has bungled 
the corridor choice of the

route for the power line and 
pylons. 

“We asked you in our 
statement to review that de¬ 
cision because, despite what 
you say about ‘balance’, you 
have made an obviously un¬ 
balanced decision. 

“The route via Llansantf¬ 
fraid is the wrong choice on 
all grounds including popu¬ 
lation, landscape, cultural 
heritage, economy based on 
tourism, environment and 
wildlife. 

“Your own documents 
agree with us on all these 
factors except landscape 
where we believe you have 
made a mistake in ignoring 
the special qualities of our 
river landscape. 

“Our statement gave all 
the information needed to 
justify a review but you have 
ignored it. 

“We consider your deci¬ 
sion was based on a series 
of many mistakes which you 
refuse to admit.”

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Group’s 20mph is 
plenty message

SAFETY campaigners will take their message that 20mph 
is plenty into schools and community groups in a bid to 
bring in a blanket speed limit across a town. 

Members of the 20s Plenty for Oswestry group are 
spreading the word across the community as they bid to 
make the town the first in Shropshire to have 20mph speed 
limits for all roads inside its boundaries. The scheme has 
already gained the support of West Mercia Police, Oswestry 
Town Council and businesses and residents. 

About 10 people attended the group’s first official meet¬ 
ing. Organiser Sarah-Charlotte Peace said one new strategy 
will be to contact town schools and the town’s Shropshire 
councillors to outline the safety proposal. 

It comes after a new survey of 25,000 motorists by the 
AA found almost 70 per cent of drivers think people should 
be consulted before 20mph speed limits are imposed. 

There are 20mph speed limits on streets in Shropshire 
towns, including High Street in Newport, The Wharfage in 
Ironbridge and roads inside the river loop in Shrewsbury. 
But no town has a blanket 20mph speed limit for all of its 
streets. Mrs Peace said: “We will be contacting schools as 
well as other groups and services to spread the message.”

Derelict pub plans 
granted approval 

APPROVAL has been giv¬ 
en to transform the site of 
a once popular Oswestry 
pub into apartments. 

Brewery bosses closed 
the Woodlands in Middle- 
ton Road about five years 
ago after they deemed it 
financially unviable and 
efforts to find a new tenant 
failed. 

The pub has become 
derelict and has attracted 
anti-social behaviour prob¬ 
lems including an arson 
attack last year. 

Plans to breathe new 
life into the site and use 
the land for the building 
of a total of 14 apartments 
have now been approved by 
Shropshire Council plan¬ 
ning officers. 

Cafe plan at town 
car wash business 

A CAR wash firm is hoping 
to expand its operations by 
opening a cafe and diner on 
its Oswestry site, bringing 
a jobs boost to the town. 

Bosses at Waterboyz, 
based on Gobowen Road, 
say the move will create 
two full-time and two part- 
time jobs. 

Bosses say the car wash 
operation will continue as 
before but they are also 
hoping for approval to use 
a building on the site for 
the new cafe snack bar en¬ 
terprise. 

Shropshire Council 
hopes to make a decision 
on the application by June 
27. 


Prolific burglar is jailed 
for five-and-a-half years 


A PROLIFIC burglar who broke into three 
homes and attempted to burgle another has 
been jailed for five-and-a-half-years. 

Martin Edwards had only just been released from 
prison for burglary when an elderly couple found 
him in the hallway of their home in Whittington, 
Shrewsbury Crown Court was told. 

He was charged by police H by Wayne Beese 
for that offence, but while 


he was on bail, the father- 
of-one broke into two fur¬ 
ther homes and attempted 
to burgle another all on the 
same day in Shrewsbury. 

Edwards, of no fixed 
abode, had previously 
pleaded guilty to three 
counts of burglary and 
one count of attempted 
burglary. The 35-year-old 
appeared at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court last Friday for 
sentencing. 

The court heard Edwards 
was released from prison in 
August 2013 after serving a 
16-month term for burglary 
and theft. 

Miss Nazneen Sultan, 
prosecuting, said: “Within 
a couple of months he was 
re-offending again. 

“The complainants were a 
retired couple, a Mr and Mrs 
Marshall. 

“Mr Marshall was 64, and 
at about 5.30pm on October 
26 2013, the couple were 
both present at home in 


Park Crescent, Whitting¬ 
ton, when Mr Marshall en¬ 
countered an intruder in the 
hallway. 

“He challenged the in¬ 
truder by asking him what 
he was doing. He said he 
was looking for someone 
called David Rhodes. 

“Mrs Marshall then 
joined her husband and both 
told him to get out, which he 
did.” 

Miss Sultan said police 
were called and Edwards 
was arrested in the vicinity. 

He was picked out of an 
identification parade by the 
couple and charged with 
burglary. 

“While on bail he commit¬ 
ted a further three offences 
on December 10,” Miss Sul¬ 
tan said. 

Mrs Debra White, for Ed¬ 
wards, said her client had 
suffered for a long time with 
drug addiction but had re¬ 
cently become a father and 
had a job offer.

“Average incomes are the 
lowest in Shropshire and 
22.3 per cent of people are 
employed in retail. 

“Unemployment in 2012 
was 5.1 per cent - twice the 
rate for Shropshire as a 
whole. 

“The former Cambrian, 
Castle, Carreg Llwyd and 
Gatacre council wards all 
fall within the 20 per cent 
most deprived wards in 
Shropshire.

FOR years bus passengers have had a rough deal, standing 
out in all weathers, particularly in rural areas, waiting for 
their bus to arrive. 

But in one village near Oswestry public transport users 
can now at least take refuge, under a new bus shelter. 

Oswestry Rural Parish Council has installed the bus shel¬ 
ter in the main road at Treflach, on the Oswestry-bound 
side of the carriageway.

Each morning there is 
a large group of schoolchildren that have to wait for the 
bus into Oswestry. We hope that they will appreciate the 
new shelter.” 

He said that Oswestry Rural Parish Council also recently 
helped to get a new bus shelter for the village of Morda. 

Recently Pant and Llanymynech parish council also won 
a grant from Shropshire Council’s sustainable transport 
fund. This mean that a bus shelter could be put up in Pant.

The council is responsible for six months and I am still 


for the running of Hengoed 
Cemetery and parish clerk 
Penny O’Hagan said on 
occasions the process of in¬ 
terment can turn into long 
bureaucratic process. 

She told councillors at 
their monthly meeting on 
Wednesday night that inter¬ 
ment without the use of a 
funeral director meant there 
was a lot more work because 
all the legal papers had to be 
gone through. 

She said: “If families 
don’t use funeral directors I 
have to meet with the fam¬ 
ily to make sure they have 
the paperwork including the 
cremation certificate. That 
will be at the library and 
the paperwork just drags on. 

“I have got one going on 


waiting for them to come 
back to me. 

“Funeral directors do this 
every day, this is the service 
they provide.” 

Mrs O’Hagan said fur¬ 
ther work was created for 
the council if families wants 
to inter ashes into a family 
grave. 

She said that would mean 
the reopening of a grave in 
which the ownership papers 
had to be tracked down. 

Mrs O’Hagan said: “If you 
get it wrong, then you are 
looking at exhumation.” 

Councillor David Lloyd 
said: “Encouraging one 
to do it yourself does not 
apply.” 

Councillors agreed to the 
new policy.

Petition submitted after 
boy's treatment cancelled

THE family of a six-year-old boy who has been denied life-changing 
treatment in Shropshire has handed in a petition of more than 2,600 
signatures calling for the NHS to change its mind. 

Kailand Ford, who was born with quadriplegic cerebral palsy, was due to trav¬ 
el to Oswestry from the Falklands at the end of April for an operation which 
would have allowed him to live a normal life. But just days before the trip his 
family was told the funding for his treat ment had been withdrawn. 

Thousands of people have signed an on¬ 
line petition asking NHS England to reverse 
their decision and allow Kailand to have se¬ 
lective dorsal rhizotomy surgery. 

His grandmother Margaret Armstrong, 
who lives in the UK, has now handed in the 
petition of 2,655 signatures to NHS Fosse 
House Leicester, where she presented it to 
David Sharp, director of NHS Leicester & 
Lincoln Area Team, and Christina Richard¬ 
son, head of specialised commissioning. 

She said: “They were welcoming and lis¬ 
tened to what we had to say. However they 
explained that NHS England had with¬ 
drawn funding the selective dorsal rhizot¬ 
omy surgery in all NHS trusts. 

“Certain hospitals would be able to be¬ 
come centres of excellence. Those hospitals 
that meet NHS England standards could 
make applications to the Independent Fund¬ 
ing Review team who would then decide if 
that specific case met their criteria. If their 
case did so then funding would be granted. 

“In the case of our grandson we await the 
outcome. If Oswestry Hospital meets NHS 
England’s standards of excellence then Mr 
Roberts, the orthopaedic surgeon, and his 
excellent team will I feel sure be making an 
application to the IFR team.”

Inquest says death 
was accidental 

AN 85-year-old widow died 
at a nursing home after 
leaving hospital following 
a fall, an inquest heard. 

Edith Irene Woollam was 
a resident at Gadlers Hall 
Nursing Home, in Elles¬ 
mere, when she suffered 
fractured ribs in a fall. 

Mrs Woollam was ad¬ 
mitted to Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital on April 16 
but released when doctors 
ruled it would have been 
too dangerous to operate. 

The inquest, in Shrews¬ 
bury, heard a post-mortem 
revealed the primary cause 
of death was a collapsed 
lung, with senile dementia 
as a secondary cause. Coro¬ 
ner John Ellery recorded a 
verdict of accidental death.

“A temporary stop at Welshpool 
was set up when the railway ex¬ 
tended its line to take it into the 
town in July - 50 years after the 
railway closed. But now seven men 
working on a Community Enter¬ 
prise Project are putting up a per¬ 
manent platform and signal box 
and laying permanent rails to the 
stop at Raven Square.” 

The story went on: “Mr Ralph

Russell, manager of the railway, 
said the work was due to be com¬ 
pleted next year, but the tempo¬ 
rary facilities would probably be 
in use when the railway opens for 
the season at Easter. 

‘We have done quite well since 
the new extension opened with 
about 15 to 20 per cent more traf¬ 
fic than last year on the line,’ he 
said.” 


And the third picture brings it 
all to a conclusion.

Verdict of 
suicide on 
manfound 
in woods 

A 21-year-old man who was 
found hanged in woodlands 
by police had told friends he 
was going to kill himself, an 
inquest heard. 

Homeless Christopher 
James Davies, of no fixed 
abode, had been living in a 
disused garage in Oswestry 
in the weeks leading up to 
his death. 

The hearing at the Guild¬ 
hall in Shrewsbury heard 
a written statement from 
a 15-year-old friend of Mr 
Davies, who said he had 
seen him on March 10 
this year and found him to 
be “extremely down and 
upset”. 

The teenager said de¬ 
spite pleas, Mr Davies told 
friends he intended to kill 
himself and even handed 
over possessions including a 
watch, a wallet and a couple 
of lighters. 

Toxicology reports 
showed there was no alcohol 
or drugs in Mr Davies’ body 
at the time of death. 

Coroner John Ellery said: 
“The medical cause of death 
is hanging. 

“From what Mr Davies 
said to others on the day he 
died, and most clearly to the 
15-year-old friend, as well as 
from the photographs, I am 
sure that this was not an ac¬ 
cident. 

“I record a verdict of su¬ 
icide.”

A great delight to spot 
crested newt in mv pond 



The rare great crested newt pays a visit to Ben’s pond It is a protected species so it’s a case of ‘look but don’t touch’ 


ON THE 
WILDSIDE 


with Ben Waddams 



IT was a warm evening and the 
night was verging on the muggy. 

The fountain in the middle of my 
small garden pond was bubbling away 
pleasantly and presumably, invitingly, 
for I was not alone in the garden that 
night. 

I shone the torch around looking for a 
hedgehog or common toad, and then I saw 
it. 

Crossing the flagstones slowly yet pur¬ 
posefully, its great tail flopping behind it, 
a spike crest atop its back, the eyes gleam¬ 
ing in the torchlight. With a few strides 
it had reached the edge of the dark water 
below and without a moment’s hesitation, it 
plopped into the pond and sunk beneath the 
surface. Truly an aquatic dragon. 

I am not reading from the script of a low 
budget horror movie, but instead I am try¬ 
ing to describe the moment I set eyes on one 
of the most enigmatic, enchanting and ap¬ 
pallingly rare creatures to grace our county. 
It belongs to a group of animals known as 
the herpitiles and for me that label can 
only bring excitement! Any herp is exciting 
because it is almost certain to be a seldom 
seen species. In Shropshire there are nine 
or so - frogs, toads, lizards and snakes. 

Any of those are worth the trouble of 


finding them but there is one more group 
of creatures that I’ve missed out and it is to 
this group that my dragon belonged - the 
newts. We have two main species in Shrop¬ 
shire, the common or smooth newt and the 
palmate newt. If you’re lucky enough to 
have a garden pond, you can watch these 
fascinating beasts as the males court the 
females, quivering and flashing their exqui¬ 
sitely frilled tails. 

Perhaps it’s a little bit of an exaggeration 
to brand these beautiful yet diminutive am¬ 
phibians as ‘dragons’ but hold on, for there 
is just one more species of newt that really 
is a leviathan and it was he who I have just 


witnessed. The great crested newt is a genu¬ 
inely impressive animal. It dwarfs its fellow 
newt species and with a bright red and yel¬ 
low belly it really does look like some exotic 
denizen of the jungles. 

Herps are usually the easiest animals to 
handle. 

They rarely bite (with the rather impor¬ 
tant exception of venomous snakes) and 
they usually have a hard time getting away. 
Frogs, toads and slow worms are superb 
introductory species for children to get to 
(gentle) grips with. But not so the great 
crested newt. Sadly it’s the same old story 
of the ‘intensification of agriculture’ and 


‘our changing land use and landscape' that 
are to blame for the demise of this species. 

The UK is actually one of its last strong¬ 
holds in Europe and even we can have 
trouble finding them. All this means, quite 
rightly, that it is now prohibited to touch 
or disturb it or its habitat. Entire building 
projects have been brought to their knees 
on the discovery of a great crested newt. So 
it is definitely a case of ‘look, don’t touch’ 
and of course you should be very careful 
where you tread if, you occasionally wander 
around your garden at night!

Rugbylegend 
saddles up to 
back charity 

WELSH rugby legend and Dancing on Ice star Gareth 
Thomas will be taking on a gruelling 88-mile cycle road 
race which passes close to the Shropshire border in the 
name of charity. 

Thomas has been named as an ambassador for the Etape 
Cymru, which is said to be Britain’s toughest closed cycling 
road race. 

The former Welsh Grand Slam-winning rugby union cap¬ 
tain joined a team of journalists - including The Chronicle’s 
Dave Meakin - taking some of the toughest climbs on the 
route ahead of the event on September 14. The mini-chal¬ 
lenge included the 6.1km Horseshoe Pass climb, parts of 
which have a 20 per cent gradient. 

Thomas, who won 100 rugby caps for his country, said he 
had a number of reasons for taking part: “Firstly, I’m a big 
supporter of Macmillan Cancer Support. They’re one of the 
charities involved and I think the work they do is fantastic. 

“The other reason is that it’s an excellent way to keep 
fit. I like the sociability of it; it’s something you can do with 
your mates, which I think is really important.” 

Describing taking on the Horseshoe Pass, Dave Meakin 
said: “I noticed the professionally shaved legs of the guy to 
my left, and got the rotten feeling I was in the company of 
some serious riders. I felt sick. 

“Fortunately, my recent forays on two wheels held me 
in good stead, and rather than collapsing on the side of the 
road in a hyper-ventilating heap, I was able to enjoy the 
fine spring weather and an outstanding view from the top 
of the pass. 

“It was so good it would give the Alps a run for their 
money. 

“It’s not until I was flaked out on a grass bank in the 
Ponderosa Cafe car park, that one of the event organisers 
told me that Etape Cymru participants have to cycle over 
30 miles before attempting the Horseshoe climb. 

“Elation turned to embarrassment very quickly. 

“Our second climb was a narrow road called ‘The Shelf 
that ascended to a place disconcertingly called ‘Worlds 
End’. 

“At 1410ft above sea level it’s the highest point on the 
route.”

Welcome 
for start 
of work 
on bridge 


THE modernisation of a 
200-year-old Thomas Tel- 
ford-built bridge will make 
the Llangollen Canal more 
accessible, a Welsh Assem¬ 
bly Member has said. 

Clwyd South AM Ken 
Skates first wrote to 
Glandwr Cymru - the Canal 
and River Trust in Wales 
- more than two years ago 
after a constituent con¬ 
tacted him with concerns 
over the 19th-century Pos- 
tles Bridge in Trevor. 

Mr Skates said the cob¬ 
bled access ramps to the 
roving bridge, built to allow 
horses to cross the canal, 
rendered it out of bounds 
to people in chairs, on bikes 
and pushing prams. 

But now the structure 
and a stretch of towpath 
are being modernised to 
improve access - with an 
expected completion date of 
the end of the month. 

Mr Skates said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted that, more than two 
years after I first raised 
concerns, work will soon be 
finished on this important 
local landmark and it will be 
much more easily accessible 
for many more people. 

“With its location next to 
the Trevor Basin, the bridge 
is a key link to Llangollen. ” 

Work has also started on 
the resurfacing of a stretch 
of canal towpath in Llangol¬ 
len.

It’s no surprise Subaru is pick¬ 
ing up gongs for the latest For¬ 
ester model to tackle the mid¬ 
range SUV sector. 

Subaru bosses knew things were 
going their way when 4X4 Magazine 
named the company’s best selling 
model as SUV of the Year. 

And it got even better when the USA’s 
influential Motor Trend magazine award¬ 
ed the vehicle the 2014 Sport/Utility of the 
Year. 

The all-new Forester went on sale in the 
UK 12 months ago, building on the mod¬ 
el’s established reputation as a capable 
SUV with improved performance, safety 
and efficiency, and a better cabin. 



The Forester is now available with Sub- 
aru’s latest 2.0-litre petrol and diesel Box¬ 
er engines, with all versions featuring the 
trademark symmetrical all-wheel drive as 
standard. 

The model has always been popular 
with those looking for an accomplished 
off-roader but demanding comfort on it, 
and now there’s a 100,000-mile warranty 
and a reputation for reliability. 

When the new Forester went on sale in 
the UK it was the fourth-generation of the 
SUV and has quickly become the Japa¬ 
nese brand’s most popular model. 

Forester offers a high and command¬ 
ing driving position and cabin, and cargo 
size has been increased by expanding the 
wheelbase and widening the body. 

The high-speed ride is good but things 
get a bit bumpier at lower speeds and I’ve

All Foresters have twin front and side 
airbags, plus curtain airbags which cover 
both rows of seats and there are active an¬ 
ti-whiplash headrests. 

Stability control, hill-start assist and Iso¬ 
fix child-seat mountings are standard on all 
models, along with an engine immobiliser. 
XE models and above get eight-way elec- 
trically-adjustable seats and the steering 
wheel has plenty of adjustment, too. 

The dashboard has large, user-friendly 


buttons, but the sat-nav system looks a bit 

of an after-thought and proved too compli¬ 
cated. 

Subaru designers have significantly im¬ 
proved the quality and ambience inside 
the new Forester compared to the outgo¬ 
ing model, through the use of higher grade 
materials on the dashboard, centre con¬ 
sole and doors. 

Pricing is competitive too. The base 2.0i 
costs just over £25,000 and the range-top- 
ping Lineotronic is £31,000, giving Subaru 
a definite edge in a very competitive sector.
